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International  Week  in  Support  of  UN  Dwebpment  Dedaratim 

GOVERNMENT  HEADS  URGED  LEND  SUPPORT 


The  World  Peace  Council  called  on 
all  peace  forces  in  the  world  to  observe 
the  week  falling  between  July  19—26, 
1974  as  an  International  Week  of 
Support  to  the  Declaration  on  the 
Establishment  of  a  New  International 
Economic  Order  and  the  Programme  of 
Action  adopted  by  the  Sixth  Special 
Session  of  the  UN  General  Assembly 
last  May. 

The  call  was  made  in  accordance 
with  the  decisions  of  the  25th 
anniversary  Presidential  Committee 
meeting  in  Paris  at  the  end  of  last  May, 
where  the  problems  of  raw  materials 
and  development  were  at  the  top  of 
the  agenda. 

The  WPC  addressed  a  letter  on  the 
occasion  to  all  heads  of  state  and 
government,  urging  them  to  lend  their 
support  to  the  Week  and  explaining 
that  the  Week's  aim  is  to  mobilise 
public  opinion  in  support  of  the  UN 
documents,  "so  that  they  do  not 
remain  a  glorious,  unfulfilled  promise, 
but  become  the  real  charters  of  a 
feasible  and  tangible  new  economic 
order." 

"The  adoption  of  the  UN  docu¬ 
ments,"  the  letter  continued,  "is  a 
great  accomplishment.  But  this,  by 
itself  is  not  enough." 

It  is  highly  important  that  public 
opinion  be  mobilised  and  mass 
grass-root  actions  launched  in  support 
of  these  documents,  it  underlined. 

Governments  and  all  peace-  and 
progress-loving  forces  must  be  constant¬ 
ly  vigilant  and  act  in  unison  to  defend 
the  rights  of  the  developing  countries, 
the  letter  urged. 

The  WPC  also  enclosed  a  copy  of 
the  Declaration  on  the  Problems  of 
Raw  Materials  and  Development, 
adopted  by  its  Paris  Presidential 
Committee. 

The  WPC's  10-point  declaration 
tackles  the  following  problems  and 
their  relation  to  development:  raw 
materials  and  the  struggle  for  peace, 
problems  of  international  trade,  finance

SEMINAR  ON  POPULATION  AND  DEVELOPMENT

The  World  Peace  Council  organised 
in  cooperation  with  the  Congolese 
Association  for  Friendship  Among  the 
Peoples  in  June  an  international 
seminar  on  population  and  develop¬ 
ment  in  Brazzaville,  capital  of  the 
People's  Republic  of  Congo. 

The  seminar,  which  was  a  part  of 
the  WPC's  activities  around  the  World 
Population  Year  declared  by  the 
United  Nations,  enjoyed  the  support  of 
UNESCO  which  was  also  represented 
there  by  two  experts.  Other  UN 
agencies  present  were  also  the  World 
Health  Organisation  and  the  UN 
Development  Programme.  A  large 
number  of  experts  and  representatives 
of  national  as  well  as  international 
organisations  took  part  in  the  work  of

TRIBUTE  TO  PABLO  NERUDA 

On  the  occasion  of  July  12th, 
which  marks  the  70th  anniversary  of 
Pablo  Neruda's  birth,  the  World  Peace 
Council  urged  poets,  artists,  intellect¬ 
uals  and  peace  organisations  around  the 
world  to  organise  special  tributes  to 
the  memory  of  the  great  Chilean  poet. 

A  special  appeal  issued  on  the 
occasion  by  the  WPC  said;  "The  best 
way  to  remenber  Neruda  is  to  do 
something  in  defence  of  his  people,  of 
human  rights  and  human  intellect." 

A  special  international  meeting  will 
be  held  on  the  occasion  in  Paris,  in 
which  intellectuals  of  world  renown 
will  participate. 
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NEW  UNESCO  STATUS  FOR  WPC 


UNESCO's  Executive  Committee  voted  on  June  24th  to 
admit  the  World  Peace  Council  to  the  status  of 
"Consultation  and  Association  —  Cathegory  A"  with  the 
World  Organisation. 

The  decision  was  made  on  the  recommendation  of 
UNESCO's  Director  General  R6n^  Maheu,  who  asked  the 
Committee  in  his  report  that  the  WPC  be  granted  this  status 
of  relations  with  UNESCO,  because  "its  dynamism,  broad 
character  and  the  results  of  its  activities  justify  the 
establishment  of  particularly  close  relations." 

UNESCO  is  known  to  be  maintaining  a  three  category 
system  of  relations  (categories  A,  B  and  C)  with  nearly  330 
international  non-governmental  organisations.  Only  36  of 
these  organisations  hold  an  "A"  status,  which  is  the  highest 
category. 

This  new  status  grants  the  World  Peace  Council  a 
number  of  advantages,  such  as  the  right  to  send  observers  to 
UNESCO's  General  Conference  and  Commissions,  to  advise 
the  Director  General  on  matters  pertaining  to  UNESCO's 
programme,  to  attend  meetings  organised  by  UNESCO  on 
matters  within  its  competence,  and  to  receive  subventions 
from  UNESCO  for  activities  which  make  valuable 
contribution  to  the  achievement  of  the  World  Organisation's 
activities.  It  also  entitles  the  WPC  to  be  associated  as  closely 
and  regularly  as  possible  with  the  various  stages  of  the 
planning  and  execution  of  UNESCO's  activities  falling  within 
the  WPC's  particular  field  of  interest.  The  status  further 
requires  UNESCOto  strive  as  far  as  possible  to  provide  office 
accomodation  for  the  WPC  at  its  headquarters. 

The  World  Peace  Council  has  the  particular  obligation  in 
return  to  collaborate  closely  with  UNESCO  in  expanding 
activities  which  are  of  special  .interest  to  the  world 
organisation,  and  to  assist  it  in  its  efforts  to  promote 


international  coodination  of  activities  of  non-governmental 
organisations  working  in  a  common  field. 

Direct  relations  between  the  WPC  and  UNESCO 
commenced  over  a  decade  ago  when  the  former  was 
admitted  to  the  status  of  "Relationship  of  Mutual 
Information"  (Category  C). 

In  May,  1971  UNESCO's  Executive  Committee  granted 
the  WPC  the  status  of  "Information  and  Consultative 
Relations"  (Category  B).  All  through  that  period  the  WPC 
intensified  its  cooperation  with  the  world  organisation  and 
the  NGOs  enjoying  relations  with  it.  It  particularly  supported 
all  efforts  aimed  at  the  true  development  of  education, 
science  and  culture,  maintaining  that  all  these  issues  are 
closely  linked  to  the  struggle  for  the  peaceful  solution  of 
international  conflicts,  the  eradication  of  aggression, 
colonialism,  racism  and  fascism. 

The  WPC  made  particular  contribution  to  certain 
UNESCO  initiatives  in  the  past  few  years,  such  as 
International  Book  Year,  and  to  the  present  World 
Population  Year.  With  regard  to  the  latter,  the  WPC 
organised  last  June  an  International  seminar  in  the  People's 
Republic  of  Congo  on  Population  and  Development. 

At  the  same  time,  the  WPC  has  supported  the  system  of 
cooperation  set  up  by  the  non-governmental  organisations  in 
liaison  with  UNESCO.  This  is  illustrated  by  the  WPC's 
participation  in  the  two  most  recent  general  conferences  of 
those  organisations,  and  in  the  Permanent  Committee  of 
the  NGOs.  At  the  14th  conference  of  those  organisations,  it 
was  appointed  member  of  the  Permanent  Committee. 

The  new  status  granted  to  the  World  Peace  Council 
crowns  all  its  close  relations  with  UNESCO,  and  is  a  victory 
for  the  noble  objectives  for  which  the  World  Peace  Council  is 
struggling. 


International  Week  in  Support  of  UN  Development  Declaration

and  development,  the  role  of  multi¬ 
national  corporations,  the  "oil  crisis", 
food  shortage,  science  and  technology, 
the  tasks  of  developing  and  developed 
countries,  international  cooperation, 
and  the  tasks  of  peace  forces  in  the 
world. 

The  declaration  hails  the  UN 
Declaration  and  Programme  of  Action, 
sharing  the  opinion  expressed  there 
that  the  new  international  economic 
order  should  be  founded  on  full 
respect  for  the  right  of  every  state  to 
exercise  permanent  sovereignty  over  its 
natural  resources,  to  place  them  and 
their  exploitation  under  effective 
control,  including  the  right  to  national¬ 
isation.  It  also  makes  a  detailed 
analysis  of  the  developing  countries' 
efforts  for  achieving  genuine  develop¬ 
ment,  and  notes  that  the  greatest 
obstacles  to  that  goal  are  the  activities 
of  multinational  corporations  and  the 
neo-colonialist  policies  of  certain  devel¬ 
oped  countries. 

The  WPC's  declaration  expressed 
the  view  that  "the  new  political 
climate  in  international  affairs,  namely 
the  relaxation  of  tension  and  the 
widespread  recognition  of  the  principles 
of  peaceful  coexistence,  is  creating  a 


favourable  environment  for  establishing 
a  new  world  economic  order." 

"Peaceful  coexistence,  security, 
strengthening  international  peace  and 
the  further  extension  of  international 
detente  are  indispensible  conditions  for 
the  social  and  economic  progress  of  all 
countries,  including  the  developing 
countries,"  the  WPC  declaration  adds. 

It  similarly  calls  for  supplementing 
political  d6tente  with  military  dfetente, 
asserting  that  "a  curb  on  the  arms  race 
and  also  disarmament  could  play  an 
exceptionally  important  role  in  helping 
nations  in  their  socio-economic  devel¬ 
opment." 

The  declaration  underlines  the 
close  organic  links  between  the  struggle 
for  peace  and  that  for  development. 
"The  struggle  for  peace,  detente  and 
disarmament  is  linked  to  the  struggle 
for  development  and  a  dynamic, 
expanding  economy  in  the  developing 
countries  .  .  .  Poverty,  hunger  and 
disease  threaten  world  peace  and  are  a 
drag  on  the  developed  countries 
themselves,  threatening  the  communi¬ 
ties  in  capitalist  countries  '  with 
inflation,  unemployment  and  falling 
living  standards." 

The  declaration  further  calls  for 
the  organisation  of  a  number  of 


initiatives  in  support  of  the  developing 
countries,  including  the  organisation  of 
a  Week  of  Mass  Mobilisation  against 
multinational  corporations  and  their 
exploitive  role  in  developing  countries 
and  their  influence  on  consumers  in 
the  developed  countries. 

It  also  calls  for  increased  cooper¬ 
ation  between  international  non-govern¬ 
mental  organisations  in  order  to 
contribute  to  the  establishment  of  a 
new  international  economic  order  and 
in  support  of  the  developing  countries. 


GREETINGS  TO  OAU  SUMMIT 

WPC  Secretary  General  Romesh 
Chandra  pledged  the  WPC's  continued 
cooperation  with  the  Organisation  of 
African  Unity  (OAU)  in  a  cable  to 
OAU  Chairman  Nigerian  President 
Major  General  Jakubu  Gowon  and 
Somali  President  Siad  Barre,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  OAU  summit  meeting 
in  Mogadiscio. 

The  cable  —  which  congratulated 
the  OAU  on  "its  tireless  efforts  for 
promoting  peace,  national  independ¬ 
ence,  justice  and  social  progress"  — 
underlined  that  "the  collapse  of  fascism 
in  Portugal  points  to  the  urgent  need 
for  ensuring  complete  independence  for 
the  Portuguese  colonies  and  for 
elimination  of  the  racist  minority 
regimes  in  Southern  Africa." _ 
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WORLD  CONGRESS  COMMISSION  MEETS  IN  LONDON 


The  World  Congress  of  Peace  Forces  Steering 
Committee's  Working  Commission  met  in  London  June 
22—23  to  deal  with  the  following  four-point  agenda: 

1.  Progress  of  the  work  since  the  February  meeting  of  the 
Steering  Committee; 

2.  Reports  by  Commission  Chairmen  (or  their  represent¬ 
atives)  on  work  done  to  implement  the  decisions  of  the 
Congress  and  the  Steering  Committee  in  their  respective 
fields,  as  well  as  further  proposals  for  carrying  forward 
these  decisions; 

3.  Proposals  for  observing  the  first  anniversary  of  the  World 
Congress  of  Peace  Forces; 

4.  Future  meetings  of  the  Working  Commission,  Steering 
Committee  and  Continuing  Liaison  Committee. 

A  British  Committee  specially  formed  acted  as  host  to 
the  meeting,  and  was  composed  of  a  number  of  distinguished 
personalities  as  well  as  representatives  of  organisations,  and 
included  Lord  Fenner  Brockway,  the  Rt.  Flon.  Philip  Noel 
Baker  (Nobel  Laureate),  MPs  James  Lamont  and  Roy 
Flughes,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Booth,  Secretary  of  the  Northern 
Friends  Board  (Quakers).  The  meeting  was  attended  by  all 


the  international  organisations  which  took  part  in  the 
February  meeting  of  the  Steering  Committee  this  year.  It 
was  also  attended  by  official  representatives  of  a  number 
of  British  organisations,  such  as  the  Campaign  for  Nuclear 
Disarmament,  the  National  Peace  Council,  the  Committee  for 
European  Security  and  Cooperation,  the  British  Campaign 
for  Peace  in  Vietnam,  Liberation,  the  Women's  International 
League  for  Peace  and  Freedom,  and  the  London  Cooperative 
Society's  Political  Committee. 

The  Working  Commission,  as  is  known,  is  composed  of 
the  officers  of  the  Steering  Committee,  representatives  of 
national  organisations  member  of  that  Committee,  as  well  as 
the  fourteen  Chairmen  of  the  Congress  Commissions. 

The  Commission  adopted  two  main  documents  at  the 
conclusion  of  its  work  —  the  first  a  Communique  on  its 
work,  and  the  second  an  appeal  urging  the  early  convening 
of  the  last  phase  of  the  Conference  on  European  Security 
and  Cooperation.  It  also  addressed  a  cable  to  UN  Secretary 
General  Dr.  Kurt  Waldheim  urging  his  intervention  to  save 
the  lives  of  Chilean  leaders  who  are  being  tried  by  the 
military  junta  in  secret.  (See  elsewhere  for  extracts  from  the 
Commission's  Communique). 


Working  Commission’s  Communique  ( Extracts) 


"Eighty-five  international  organisations  as  well  as 
national  organisations  in  ninety-six  countries  of  all  continents 

have  already  officially  declared  their  decision  to  participate 
in  the  work  of  the  Continuing  Liaison  Committee. 

The  spirit  of  the  Congress  continues  to  grow  stronger 
through  the  work  of  the  Continuing  Liaison  Committee  — 
the  spirit  of  working  together,  of  ever-widening  co-operation, 
of  dialogue,  of  common  action  —  open  to  all.  This  spirit 
increasingly  guides  the  work  of  the  national  continuing 
liaison  machinery,  which  is  being  set  up  in  accordance  with 
the  situation  in  each  country. 

The  Working  Commission  examined  in  detail  proposals 
for  carrying  forward  and  implementing  the  decisions  of  the 
Congress,  in  the  light  of  international  developments. 

According  to  the  principles  of  the  Continuing 
Liaison  Committee  each  organisation  decides  for  itself  in 
which  particular  field  or  fields  of  action  it  can  participate 
and  to  what  extent  and  by  which  methods. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  British  Committee  for  European 
Security  special  discussions  took  place  on  the  need  for 
intensified  public  action  to  ensure  the  success  of  the 
Conference  for  European  Security  and  Co-operation.  An 
Appeal  has  been  issued  by  the  Working  Commission  for 
urgent  action  by  European  public  opinion. 

The  Working  Commission  examined  the  first  draft  of  a 
charter  for  Peaceful  Co-existence,  International  Security  and 
Cooperation,  which  has  been  prepared  as  a  result  of 
discussion  in  Geneva  by  a  working  group  set  up  by  the 
Continuing  Liaison  Committee.  This  draft  Charter  will  be 
sent  out  on  a  wide  scale  for  comments  and  suggestions  and  is 
to  be  further  elaborated  at  a  seminar,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Continuing  Liaison  Committee,  to  be  held  in  Warsaw 
(Poland)  in  October  1974. 

New  initiatives  and  the  intensification  of  actions  already 
being  carreid  out  were  discussed  covering  such  key  questions 
as: 

—  saving  the  lives  and  obtaining  the  release  of  all  political 
prisoners  in  Chile, 

—  full  implementation  of  the  Paris  Peace  Agreements  on 
Vietnam, 

—  peace  and  justice  in  the  Middle  East, 

—  peace  and  security  in  Asia, 

—  world-wide  actions  for  a  comprehensive  test  ban  treaty 
and  for  general  and  complete  disarmament, 

—  support  for  the  Declaration  on  the  Establishment  of  a 
New  International  Economic  Order  adopted  by  the 
recent  Special  Session  of  the  UN  General  Assembly, 

—  protection  of  the  environment, 

—  co-operation  in  the  economic,  scientific,  educational  and 
cultural  fields, 

—  human  rights  and  social  progress. 


—  the  ending  of  colonialism  and  racial  discrimination, 

—  the  threats  to  peace  and  security  by  the  fascist  military 
regimes  in  Latin  America,  which  violate  the  human  rights 
of  their  own  peoples. 

Among  the  many  initiatives  agreed  upon  were: 

—  support  to  the  work  of  the  International  Inquiry 
Commission  on  the  Crimes  of  the  Military  Junta  in 
Chile,  particularly  the  counter  trials  being  organised  in 
Copenhagen  at  the  end  of  June, 

—  support  to  the  observance  of  July  12,  the  seventieth 
birthday  of  the  great  Chilean  poet  Pablo  Neruda, 

—  the  observance  of  a  Chile  Solidarity  Week  from 
September  4—1 1 , 

—  to  support  the  Conference  for  Peace  and  Justice  in  the 
Middle  East  to  be  held  in  Italy,  October  1974, 

—  a  Conference  for  Peace  and  Security  in  Asia,  with  special 
emphasis  on  economic  development,  in  Iraq,  in 
November  1974, 

—  support  to  the  international  NGO  Conference  on 
Apartheid  and  Colonialism  in  Africa,  Geneva,  September 
2-5,  1974, 

—  a  joint  initiative  with  the  United  States  "Peace  Fund" 
Organisation  to  call  a  conference  on  environmental 
problems  in  New  York,  November  1974. 

The  Working  Commission  decided,  in  pursuance  of  the 
resolution  of  the  United  Nations,  to  observe  1975  as  the 
International  Women's  Year,  to  invite  all  organisations  to 
take  part  in  the  preparations  for  the  World  Women's 
Congress  which  is  to  be  held  in  autumn  1975.  The 
commission  also  called  upon  all  organisations  to  make  efforts 
to  organise  various  other  events  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  discussions  special  emphasis  was  made  on  the 
need  to  increase  the  co-operation  between  non-governmental 
public  organisations  and  the  United  Nations  and  other 
inter-governmental  organisations.  It  has  been  decided  to 
prepare  for  a  large  conference  on  this  question  next  year.  A 
Preparatory  Meeting  will  be  held  in  Copenhagen,  on  the 
initiative  of  the  World  Association  of  World  Federalists,  in 
October  1974. 

The  Working  Commission  set  up  a  small  sub-committee 
to  prepare  the  draft  of  a  Charter  of  the  Principles  of 
Co-operation  between  organisations  and  movements  —  based 
on  the  principles  of  the  World  Congress  of  Peace  Forces. 

The  Working  Commission  adopted  with  enthusiasm  the 
proposal  made  by  the  All-Britain  Peace  Liaison  Committee  to 
mark  the  first  anniversary  of  the  World  Congress  of  Peace 
Forces  by  observing  a  World  Congress  Week  from  October  25 
to  31. 

It  was  decided  to  convene  a  meeting  of  the  Steering 
Committee  of  the  Continuing  Liaison  Committee  in  Moscow 
at  the  end  of  October  1974." 
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WPC’S  25th  ANNIVERSARY  CELEBRA 


Peace  movements  and  mass  organisations  around  the 
world  are  continuing  to  celebrate  the  25th  anniversary  of  the 
World  Peace  Movement  and  the  World  Peace  Council. 
Conferences  and  meetings  are  being  organised,  statements 
issued  and  messages  of  support  sent  to  the  WPC. 

In  Dahomey,  the  National  Council  for  Peace  and 
Development  organised  a  number  of  events  on  the  occasion, 
including  mass  meetings,  cultural  events  and  expositions.  The 
events  took  place  in  different  localities,  with  the  central 
celebrations  organised  in  the  capital  city  of  Cotonou  and  the 
port  city  of  Grand-Popo.  Dahomey's  leading  newspaper 
Daho-Express  devoted  a  whole  page  to  the  occasion. 


In  Finland,  the  Finnish  Peace  Movement  held  a  National 
Peace  Congress  which  was  devoted  among  other  things  to  the 
25th  anniversary  of  the  World  Peace  Movement  and  the 
Finnish  Peace  Movement,  both  of  which  were  founded  in  the 
same  year. 

The  Congress  was  under  the  auspices  of  Finnish 
President  Urho  Kekkonen  who  also  attended  the  Congress 
solemn  public  meeting. 

The  685  delegates  to  the  Congress, who  worked  in  several 
commissions,  greeted  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  World 
Peace  Movement  and  expressed  their  support  to  the  World 
Peace  Council.

In  the  German  Democratic  Republic,  the  GDR  Peace 
Council  held  a  plenary  session  on  the  occasion  of  the  25th 
anniversary  which  was  addressed  by  Prof.  Albert  Norden 
(member  of  the  Political  Bureau  and  Secretary  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  Socialist  Unity  Party  of  Germany),  Prof. 
Gunther  Drefahl  (President  of  the  GDR  Peace  Council)  and 
WPC  Secretary  General  Romesh  Chandra. 

In  Guyana.  The  Peace  Council  inssued  a  special 
statement  on  the  occasion  in  which  it  reviewed  the  25  year 
history  of  the  World  Peace  Movement.  In  pledging  its 
continued  support  for  the  World  Peace  Council  it  stressed 
that  only  the  united  action  of  people  can  secure  peace. 

In  Hungary.  A  special  commemorative  meeting  was  held 
by  the  national  peace  committee  at  which  speakers  reviewed 
the  W'orld  Peace  Council's  history  and  its  struggles  for  peace, 
international  security,  disarmament  and  against  imperialism. 
Press,  radio  and  TV  covered  the  occasion  extensively  and 
devoted  long  commentaries  to  the  present  struggles  and  tasks 
of  the  peace  movement.

Also  a  special  ceremony  was  held  in  Budapest  for 
awarding  the  WPC's  highest  award,  the  Joliot-Curie  Medal,  to 
the  First  Secretary  of  the  Hungarian  Socialist  Workers  Party 
—  Janos  Kadar.  WPC  Secretary  General  Romesh  Chandra 
presented  the  medal  to  the  Hungarian  leader  who  said  when 
accepting  the  award:  "We  are  convinced  of  the  success  of  the 
World  Peace  Movement.  Now,  25  years  after  its  birth,  we  can 
look  to  the  future  with  confidence."  He  added  that  in 
awarding  him  the  medal  the  WPC  was  in  fact  honouring  all 
the  dedicated  peace-fighters  in  Hungary. 

In  India,  several  mass  meetings  were  held  to  mark  the 
occasion  and  150  MPs  belonging  to  the  major  political  forces 
addressed  a  message  of  greeting  to  the  WPC. 

In  Iraq,  the  National  Council  for  Peace  and  Solidarity 
held  a  mass  meeting  to  mark  the  occasion  which  was 
addressed  by  Mr.  Aziz  Sherif  (Secretary  General  of  the 
Council  and  Minister  of  State),  Mr.  Naim  Haddad  (Baath 
Party)  and  Mr.  Amer  Abdullah  (Communist  Party  and 
Minister  of  State).  The  meeting  addressed  a  message  of 
support  to  the  WPC. 

In  Poland.  A  special  meeting  commemorating  the  25th 
anniversary  was  held  in  Warsaw.  The  meeting  was  attended 
by  leaders  of  the  country  and  representatives  of  mass 
organisations.  It  was  addressed  among  others  by  WPC 
Secretary  General  Romesh  Chandra  and  the  President  of  the 
Polish  Peace  Committee  Mr.  Jozef  Cyrankiewicz. 

A  special  ceremony  was  also  held  at  which  WPC 
Secretary  General  presented  the  WPC's  highest  distinction  — 
the  Joliot-Curie  medal  —  to  the  First! Secretary  of  the  Polish 
United  Workers  Party  Edward  Gierek.

Paul  Robeson  Honoured 


Paul  Robeson,  a  great  singer,  actor,  athlete,  lawyer, 
freedom  fighter  —  a  great  Black  American  —  who 
participated  in  the  founding  of  the  World  Peace  Movement  in 
Paris  in  1949,  was  honoured  at  the  recent  WPC  25th 
Anniversary  Presidential  meeting  in  Paris. 

In  1949,  Robeson  said,  "It  is  unthinkable  that  American 
Negroes  could  go  to  war  on  behalf  of  those  who  have 
oppressed  them  .  .  .  against  the  Soviet  Union  which,  in  one 
generation,  has  raised  our  people  to  full  human  dignity". 

For  this  he  was  branded  "Enemy  number  one"  by  the 
US  government,  and  was  harassed,  persecuted  and  denied  the 
right  to  make  a  living. 

President  Truman  signed  an  Executive  Order  which 
forbade  him  to  set  foot  outside  the  US.  As  a  direct  result, 
two  thousand  police  and  racist  rioters  attacked  those  who 
came  to  his  concert  in  Peekskill,  New  York  .  After  this,  all 
concert  halls  were  closed  to  him  and  any  organisation 
which  sponsored  him  was  threatened. 

The  WPC  Presidential  Committee  cabled  him,  saying  "We 
honour  and  salute  you  as  one  of  the  mightiest  of  all  Black 
voices  raised  against  oppression  of  people  based  on  race, 
colour,  nationality  and  religion  .  .  .  The  path  blazed  by  you 
has  inspired  all  people  fighting  for  peace  and  liberation 
around  the  world". 


News  in  Brief 

—  WPC  Secretary  General  Romesh  Chandra  addressed  a 
letter  to  Rectors  of  Universities  in  Latin  America 
concerning  the  tragic  developments  in  Chile,  including 
the  military  junta's  attack  on  Universities,  staff  and 
students.  The  letter  urged  all  Rectors  of  Latin  America 
Universities  to  act  to  stop  the  military  junta's  attack  on 
the  Universities. 

—  A  symposium  on  Education  for  Peace  was  organised  in 
June  by  the  International  Peace  Institute  in  Vienna.  The 
symposium  was  attended  by  35  scientists  from  various 
specialised  institutes  in  European  countries.  The  World 
Peace  Council  was  represented  by  Secretary  Alfred  Wilke 
(GDR).  The  discussion  was  not  only  fruitful  in  providing 
an  opportunity  to  exchange  experiences,  but  was  also 
useful  for  presenting  ideas'  on  realising  concepts  of 
education  for  peace.  A  discussion  also  took  place  on 
forms  and  principles  of  international  cooperation  in  the 
field  of  education,  in  the  spirit  of  peace  and  mutual 
respect. 

—  The  World  Peace  Council  called  on  national  peace 
organisations  to  observe  the  period  June  25  —  July  27  as 
an  international  solidarity  month  with  the  people  of 
Korea.  It  urged  the  organisation  of  world-wide  campaigns 
for  the  reunification  of  Korea  on  the  basis  of  three 
principles,  namely  independence,  peaceful  reunification 
and  great  national  unity,  and  a  five-point  programme  for 
national  reunification  put  forward  by  the  DPRK 
government. 

—  An  international  seminar  on  the  role  and  importance  of 
the  unity  of  the  progressive  forces  in  the  struggle  against 
imperialism  and  for  social  progress  was  organised  by  the 
Afro-Asian  People's  Solidarity  Organisation  in  June  in 
Hungary.  Participants  in  the  seminar  included  represent¬ 
atives  from  30  countries  and  5  international 
organisations.  The  World  Peace  Council  was  represented 
by  Secretary  Behnam  Petrus  (Iraq). 
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INTERNATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON 
MILITARY  BASES  IN  INDIAN  OCEAN 

An  international  Conference  against  Military  Bases  in  the 
Indian  Ocean  and  to  make  it  a  zone  of  peace  will  be  held  in 
New  Delhi,  August  27—29.  The  Conference  is  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  World  Peace  Council,  the  Afro-Asian 
People's  Solidarity  Organisation  in  Cooperation  with  an 
Indian  Preparatory  Committee  that  includes  all  Indian  major 
political  forces,  trade  union,  student,  women's  and  other 
organisations. 

Representatives  of  organisations  in  the  littoral  states  and 
liberation  movements  in  Africa  and  the  Arab  Gulf  have  been 
invited  to  participate.  Also  invited  as  fraternal  delegates  are 
representatives  from  the  United  States,  the  United  Kingdom, 
France  (countries  which  have  military  bases  in  the  Indian 
Ocean),  the  USSR  and  other  socialist  countries,  as  well  as 
international  organisations. 

In  taking  the  initiative  to  organise  this  conference  the 
WPC,  AAPSO  and  Indian  Preparatory  Committee  believe  that 
foreign  military  bases  have  always  constituted  a  threat  to  the 
independence  and  sovereignty  of  nations  and  have  aggravated 
international  tension. 

The  recent  attempt  by  the  US  Government  to  set  up  a 
new  military  base  on  Diego  Garcia  Island  in  the  Indian 
Ocean  has  caused  deep  concern  in  all  the  littoral  states, 
which  feel  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  overall  imperialist  strategy 
of  thwarting  the  independent  development  of  newly-inde- 
pendent  countries  and  intimidating  the  national  libertaion 
movements. 

An  appeal  for  the  organisation  of  the  Conference  issued 
jointly  by  the  WPC,  AAPSO  and  the  Indian  Preparatory 
Committee  states  that:  "the  decision  of  the  United  Nations 
to  declare  the  Indian  Ocean  as  a  zone  of  peace,  the 
forthright  stand  of  governments  of  a  large  number  of  littoral 
states  against  the  setting  up  of  military  bases  in  the  Indian 
Ocean  and  the  increasing  resistance  to  this  scheme 
manifested  in  the  US  and  Britain  opens  the  prospects  of 
defeating  the  imperialist  designs." 

The  appeal  stressed  the  urgency  of  taking  measures  for 
launching  united  actions  —  not  only  by  the  peoples  of  the 
littoral  states,  but  also  by  all  peace-loving  forces  everywhere. 


WPC -WFTU  COOPERATION 

A  delegation  of  the  World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions 
(WFTU)  headed  by  its  President  Enrique  Pastorino  and 
including  Secretary  Mahendra  Sen,  visited  the  WPC  in  June 
at  the  latter's  invitation.  Matters  of  common  interest  to  both 
organisations  were  discussed,  and  an  exchange  of  ideas  and 
information  on  both  organisatins'  programme  took  place. 

A  joint  Communique  issued  at  the  close  of  the  visit  said 
that  "both  the  WFTU  and  the  WPC  consider  that  it  is  of 
utmost  importance  that  all  efforts  are  made  to  make  the 
present  process  of  international  detente  irreversible.  They 
welcome  the  victories  for  the  cause  of  peace  and  national 
independence  which  have  contributed  to  the  creation  of  the 
present  new  international  climate.  Both  organisations  act  in 
favour  of  ensuring  the  unity  of  all  anti-imperialist  forces." 

Both  organisations  also  emphasised  their  solidarity  with 
the  Vietnamese,  Arab  and  African  countries,  as  well  as  with 
the  peoples  of  Chile  and  Uruguay  and  other  Latin  American 
countries. 

They  welcomed  the  fall  of  fascism  in  Portugal  and 
expressed  their  support  for  the  complete  independence  of 
the  Portuguese  colonies. 

Special  support  was  also  expressed  for  the  UN 
Declaration  and  Programme  of  Action  on  the  Establishment 
of  a  New  International  Economic  Order.  Both  WFTU  and 
the  WPC  pledged  to  intensify  their  campaigns  exposing  the 
machinations  of  the  multinational  corporations  which 
threaten  peace  and  independence  everywhere. 

The  Communique''  also  expressed  WFTU's  and  the  WPC's 
appreciation  of  the  results  of  the  World  Congress  of  Peace 
Forces  "which  contributed  greatly  to  developing  cooperation 
among  international  organisations  of  different  trends  and 
ideologies,  but  ready  to  work  together  for  the  noble  cause  of 
peace,  natioal  independence,  democracy  and  social  progress. 
They  expressed  their  readiness  to  further  promote  this 
cooperation." 

The  Communique  also  stated  that  the  recent  WPC 
Presidential  Committee  decided  to  award  the  WFTU  the 
WPC's  highest  distinction,  the  Joliot-Curie  Medal,  "in 
recognition  of  the  glorious  contribution  made  by  the  WFTU 
to  the  cause  of  defending  and  building  peace."

the  seminar.  Particularly  broad  reprent- 
ation  was  noted  from  Third  World 
countries,  especially  African  countries. 
Among  the  international  organisations 
that  responded  positively  to  the  WPC's 
invitation  were  the  All  African  Council 
of  Churches,  the  Organisation  of 
African  Trade  Union  Unity,  the 
African  Women's  Conference,  the 
World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions,  the 
World  Federation  of  Democratic 
Youth,  the  Women's  International 
Democratic  Federation  and  the  World 
Federation  of  Twin  Cities. 

The  Congolese  authorities,  includ¬ 
ing  the  leaders  of  the  Congolese  Party 
of  Labour  and  the  Government,  sent 
their  full  support  to  the  organisation 
and  work  of  the  seminar.  The  President 
of  the  Republic  Major  Marien  Ngouabi, 
who  opened  the  seminar,  stressed  in  his 
opening  address  the  importance  of  the 
seminar's  topics,  particularly  to  the 
Third  World  in  general  and  Africa  in 
particular.  He  also  stressed  the  valuable 
contribution  of  the  World  Peace 
Council  to  the  people's  struggle  against 
imperialism,  for  national  independence, 
justice  and  social  progress. 

The  seminar's  agenda  included  the 


following  four  points: 

1  Population  in  Africa:  trends,  pro¬ 
spects  and  essential  factors; 

2  Relationship  in  the  developed  and 

developing  countries  between  popu¬ 
lation  and  economic  and  social 

development,  national  resources, 
the  environment  and  education; 

3  Population  problems  and  racial 

discrimination;  and 

4  The  role  of  the  World  Peace 

Council  and  other  international 
non-governmental  organisations  in 
a  world  plan  of  action  on  the 
relationship  between  population 
and  development. 

Experts  from  different  parts  of  the 


world  presented  reports  introducing 
each  of  the  four  points  on  the  agenda, 
after  which  highly  important  discuss¬ 
ions  took  place. 

The  discussions  and  findings  of  the 
seminar  were  summed  up  in  a 
concluding  statement  which  was  un¬ 
animously  adopted. 

These  conclusions  draw  particular 
attention  to  the  importance  of  world 
public  opinion  in  the  activities  around 
World  Population  Year,  decided  upon 
by  the  United  Nations.  At  the  same 
time,  they  point  out  the  false  and 
confusing  theories  which  are  being  put 
forward  during  this  year,  especially  on 
the  issue  of  population  in  general. 
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Chilean  Military  Junta’s  Illegal  Practices  Unmasked  by

An  important  hearing  of  the  International  Commission 
of  Inquiry  into  the  Crimes  of  the  Military  Junta  in  Chile 
took  place  in  Copenhagen's  Parliament  House  on  June 
26—27.  The  principal  aim  of  the  hearing  was  to  present  to 
world  opinion  a  clear  and  objective  picture  of  the  illegal 
procedures  which  are  taking  place  in  Chile  in  which  citizens 
are  persecuted  because  of  their  political  beliefs.  In  this 
regard,  the  lives  of  more  than  30  top  leaders  of  political 
parties  and  of  the  government  of  Popular  Unity  are  in  grave 
danger.  The  Military  Junta,  after  having  stated  by  a  vicious 
decree  a  ficticious  internal  war  in  Chile,  is  accusing  the 
political  prisoners  and  these  leaders  in  particular  of 
"treason",  and  of  "having  given  information  to  the  "enemy", 
which  is  what  they  considered  the  constitutional  government 
of  President  Allende  to  be.  The  hearings  in  Copenhagen  ,  by 
serious  and  impressive  written  and  oral  proof  presented  by 
eminent  experts  and  observers  from  all  over  the  world, 
demonstrated  to  the  world  that  the  Military  Junta  is  carrying 
on  illegitimate  and  unlawful  procedures  which  are  against  all 
the  legal  norms  accepted  by  civilized  countries. 

The  International  Association  of  Jurists,  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  Geneva,  sent  a  preliminary  report  on  a  visit  to 
Chile  made  by  Mr.  Nail  Mac  Dermott,  British  former 
Minister,  Professor  Covey  Oliver,  Professor  of  International 
Law  at  Penn^lvania  University,  former  Ambassador  to 
Colombia  and  former  Deputy  Secretary  for  Inter  American 
Affairs  at  the  US  State  Department,  and  Kurt  Madlener, 
expert  in  criminal  law  of  Spain  and  Latin  America  at  the 
Max  Planck  Institute  of  International  Law  and  Criminal  and 
Comparative  Law  in  Friburg/Brisgov,  Federal  Republic  of 
Germany.  In  this  report  they  state  that  there  are  serious  legal 
mistakes  and  erroneous  procedures  in  the  work  of  the 
military  tribunals,  and  that  the  judicial  procedures  and 

guarantees  now  in  use  in  Chile  do  not  correspond  to  the 
responsibilities  and  duties  Chile  has  as  laid  down  in  Art  3  of 
the  Geneva  Convention. 

The  Director  of  the  Mexican  newspaper  El  Excelsior,  Mr. 
Julio  Scherer,  sent  to  the  hearings  all  the  documents  he 
published  after  his  visit  to  Chile.  Dramatic  reports  regarding 
the  absolute  lack  of  guarantees  for  the  defence  of  the 

accused,  their  cruel  ill-treatment,  and  the  testimony  of  the 
widow  of  former  Vice-President  of  the  Republic  of  Chile 
Jose  Toha  are  included. 

Mr.  Harold  Edelstam,  former  Swedish  Ambassador  to 
Chile,  spoke  of  his  own  experiences  and  presented  testimony 
of  Jose  Toha's  widow. 

Eminent  experts  from  the  USA  who  were  present  at  the 
trials  of  Chilean  Air  Force  officers  also  gave  evidence  on  the 
illegal  procedures.  Judge  William  Booth  and  lawyer  Ira 

Loewe  came  from  New  York  specially  for  the  hearings.  A 

group  of  Argentinian  personalities  were  also  present.  Senator 


Hipolito  Solari  Irigoyen,  who  headed  a  delegation  to  Chile 
from  the  Argentinian  Parliament,  gave  a  report  on  his  recent 
trip,  and  lawyers  Mauricio  Birgin  and  Salvador  Maria  Lozada 
made  interesting  reports  as  experts  on  their  visit  to  Chile  to 
observe  the  Air  Force  Trials.  A  Canadian  lawyer,  Mr.  George 
LeBel,  who  had  just  visited  Chile,  also  reported  to  the 
session  on  illegal  procedures  in  Chile.  The  researcher  from 
Amnesty  International,  from  Great  Britain,  Mr.  Roger  Plant 
gave  also  an  interesting  report  on  his  visit  to  Chile,  and 
Australian  trade  union  leader  Mr.  Henry  MacCarthy 
presented  a  written  and  oral  report  on  his  visit  to  Chile  as  a 
part  of  an  Australian  trade  union  delegation.  Mr.  Ole 
Espersen,  Danish  Ml?  delivered  a  thorough  report  on  the 
political  and  legal  situation  in  Chile,  and  Professor  Ritter 
(GDR),  Professor  of  Constitutional  Law,  presented  an 
outstanding  report  on  the  illegality  of  the  Military  Junta  and 
its  Tribunals. 

Chilean  witnesses  made  important  contributions  at  the 
hearings.  Former  Senator  Rafael  Augustin  Gumucio,  —  who 
was  for  long  time  President  of  the  Christian  Democratic 
Party  —  reported  on  the  long  democratic  tradition  of  Chile; 
Carlos  Altamirano  —  Secretary  General  of  the  Socialist  Party 
—  spoke  of  the  conspiracy  on  the  part  of  reaction  and 
imperialism  against  the  constitutional  government  of 
President  Allende;  Manuel  Cantero  —  former  Deputy  of  the 
Communist  Party  —  presented  evidence  of  the  actions  taken 
by  reactionaries  and  the  traitorous  generals  against  the 
Popular  Unity  government.  Wasili  Carrillo  —  a  young  man  of 
seventeen  years  —  told  of  the  execution  of  his  father,  a 
coal  mine  leader  who  had  been  appointed  executive  of  the 
State  Coal  Enterprise  during  the  Popular  Unity  Government. 
Major  of  the  Air  Force,  Alamiro  Castillo,  gave  a  most 
interesting  report  on  the  situation  inside  the  armed  forces 
before  the  coup,  and  the  conspiracy's  long  preparation  by 
the  anti-constitutional  generals. 

The  hearings,  similar  to  the  counter-trials  held  in  London 
and  Paris  in  1933  when  Dimitrov  was  tried  by  the  Nazis  in 
Leipzig,  succeeded  in  giving  world  opinion  a  clear  insight 
into  the  barbarous  procedures  taking  place  in  Chile  directed 
atainst  the  political  leaders  of  Popular  Unity.  Five  final 
documents  came  out  of  the  meeting.  There,  the 
International  Commission  calls  on  all  governments  to 
encourage  actions  in  order  to  save  the  lives  of  the  patriotic 
leaders  of  the  Chilean  people,  appeals  to  the  UN  to  send 
observers  and  undertake  extraordinary  and  immediate  actions 
to  defend  them,  and  a  special  letter  to  General  Pinochet 
recounting  what  had  been  discussed  in  Copenhagen  and 
demanding  the  release  of  the  political  leaders. 

The  hearings  received  special  greetings  from  and  the 
support  of  the  Prime  Ministers  of  Sweden,  Norway,  Finland 
and  Denmark.

AUSTRALIA 

A  National  Trade  Union 
Peace  Conference,  at  which  the  World 
Peace  Council  was  represented  by 
Indian  Secretary  Chitta  Biswas,  was 
held  in  Sydney  June  20—21. 

The  Conference  was  a  united 
platform  of  trade  unionists  belonging 
to  different  political  parties,  as  well  as 
individual  trade  union  leaders  with  no 
political  affiliation,  and  was  attended 
by  103  delegates  from  28  organisations 
covering  all  states  in  the  country. 

A  number  of  resolutions  dealing 
with  major  international  issues,  as  well 
as  a  plan  of  joint  action,  were  adopted.

ACTION  ON  POPULATION 
AND  DEVELOPMENT  URGED 

In  connection  with  the  conclusion 
of  the  International  Seminar  of 
Population  and  Development  organised 
by  the  WPC  in  Brazzaville,  the  World 
Peace  Council  urged  all  national  peace 
committees  to  organise  echo  seminars 
and  meetings  on  both  national  and 
local  levels. 

A  letter  to  these  committees 
pointedout  the  necessity  of  organising 
such  events  throughout  World  Popula¬ 
tion  Year. 

"Their  results",  the  letter  added, 
"should  be  communicated  to  the  World 
Population  Conference  in  Bucharest, 
the  United  Nations,  UNESCO, 
UNCTAD,  the  Organisation  of  African 
Unity  and  the  Conference  of  Non- 
-Aligned  countries." 

The  letter  further  pointed  out  the 
necessity  of  making  special  efforts  to 
observe  the  days  during  the  World 
Population  Conference  in  Bucharest  — 
August  19—30  —  as  Population  and 
Development  Days. 


issued  a  statement  of  protest  against 
the  terror  imposed  by  the  military 
junta  in  Chile,  including  the  secret  trial 
of  prominent  political  leaders  — 
namely:  Luis  Corvalan,  Clodomiro 
Almeyda  nad  Anselmo  Sule. 

The  statement  demanded  the 
restoration  of  human  rights  in  Chile, 
and  called  on  all  peace  forces:  "Let  us 
stay  the  hand  of  the  Chilean  military 
junta  with  the  combined  strength  of 
international  solidarity!" 

At  the  same  time,  the  GDR  postal 
authorities  issued  two  special  stamps 
(see  photo)  at  extra  charge  which  will 
go  to  the  Solidarity  Fund  with  Chile. 

IRAQ 

On  the  occasion  of  the 
25th  Anniversary  of  the  PRG  of  South 
Vietnam,  the  Iraqi  National  Council  for 
Peace  and  Solidarity  organised  a  mass 
meeting  of  solidarity  with  the  people 
of  South  Vietnam  on  4.6.74.  The 
meeting  was  followed  by  a  documen¬ 
tary  film-show  on  military  operations 
in  Vietnam,  reconstruction  work  and 
on  the  foundation  of  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  Government  (PRG). 

PANAMA 

The  National  Commit¬ 
tee  for  the  Defence  of  Sovereignty  and 
Peace,  together  with  the  Union 
Afro-Panama,  recently  organised  a 
discussion  on  the  Palestine  question, 
colonialism  and  neo-colonialism.  Speak¬ 
ers  analysed  the  problem  historically 
and  tackled  the  present  situation  in  the 
Middle  East. 

The  Committee  also  issued  a 
special  publication  entitled  "The  Pales¬ 
tine  Drama",  in  which  it  reviewed  the 
Palestinian  people's  just  struggle  against 
imperialism  and  for  their  legitimate 
national  rights. 

FINLAND 

Forty-four  MPs  add¬ 
ressed  a  cable  to  the  government  of 
Uruguay  demanding  the  release  from 
prison  of  General  Liber  Seregni, 
Chairman  of  the  Uruguayan  Broad 
Front.  They  also  demanded  that 
General  Seregni  be  allowed  to  leave 
Uruguay  freely. 

GUYANA 

The  Guyana  Peace 
Council  oDserved  African  Liberation 
Day  by  sending  messages  of  support  to 
African  Liberation  Movements,  the 
Organisation  of  African  Unity  and  the 
United  Nations. 

A  press  statement  issued  by  the 
Council  reviewed  in  detail  the  work  of 
the  African  Commission  at  the  WPC's 
Session  in  Sofia,  and  stated  that  it 
fully  endorses  the  programme  of  action 


drawn  up  at  Sofia,  particularly 
campaigning  for  the  recognition  of 
liberation  movements  as  the  sole 
genuine  representatives  of  their  peo¬ 
ples. 

USA 

Broad  activity  is  taking 
place  in  the  United  States  against  the 
crimes  of  the  military  junta  and  in 
support  of  the  Chilean  people's  struggle 
for  democracy. 

Recently,  hundreds  of  people 
protested  against  the  arrival  of  the 
junta's  training  ship,  Esmeralda,  on  a 
"goodwill"  tour  as  a  guest  of  the  US 
Navy.  Posters  sponsored  by  labour 
organisations  and  widely  distributed  in 
the  San  Francisco  area  called  for 
stopping  the  ship's  visit,  and  urged 
people  to  demonstrate  against  it  (see 
photo  for  reproduction  of  poster).  A 
banner  hung  on  San  Francisco  Bay's 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  proclaiming 
"Chile  Si, Junta  No!  "greeted  the  ship's 
visit.  The  vessel  was  forced  to  change 
plans  twice  for  docking  at  San 
Francisco,  and  finally  anchored  in  the 
safety  of  Alamida  naval  station.  But  in 
spite  of  these  changes,  600  people 
showed  up  at  the  naval  base  in  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning  when  the 
ship  arrived.  The  sponsorship  of  the 
demonstration  included  peace  forces 
and  trade  unionists.
